Teacher 
dies after 
‘being 

trampled’

A TEACHER is believed 
to have died after being 
crushed by cattle. 

An inquest was being 
opened today to investi¬ 
gate the death of Philip 
Whiting, 47, of Heath 
Farm, Red Lodge. 

Mr Whiting, who taught 
mechanics at Cambridge 
Regional College, died from 
multiple traumatic injuries 


Paramedics fail to save man’s 
life following farm incident 


after the incident at 
Leechmere Farm, off Mild- 
enhall Road, Fordham, on 
Saturday. 

Police said the death had 
been classified as an 
“industrial accident” and 
details had been passed to the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said it appeared 


that Mr Whiting had been 
trampled by cattle. 

Paramedics and the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance were 
called to the incident at about 
4.15pm but they were unable 
to save Mr Whiting’s life. 

An inquest into his death 
was due to be opened at 
Wisbech by the deputy 
assistant coroner.

Firm to pay £73k 
after man’s death

A FARMING and haulage com¬ 
pany has been ordered to pay 
£73,000 after an agricultural 
worker was crushed to death. 

Sam Foley, from Newmarket, was 
crushed to death after the drawbar on a 
tipper trailer broke and crashed 
through the back of the tractor cab 
where he was sitting 
The 24-year-old, who had been 
towing manure to a field at Grange 
Farm, Snetterton, in Norfolk, on July 8, 
2007, died at the scene. 

On Tuesday, a judge at Norwich 
Crown Court fined Pearn Wyatt & Son 
£21,000 after company directors 
Timothy Wyatt and Jonathan Pearn

Wyatt admitted breaching Section 2(1) 
of the Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974. 

It follows a Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) investigation which 
found the tipper trailer had not been 
adequately maintained and was not 
suitable for handling solid manure. 

The pair were also ordered to pay 


£52,000 costs. 

HSE Inspector Malcolm Crowther 
said: “This sad death of a young man in 
his early 20s should never have 
happened. 

“Pearn Wyatt & Son did not carry out 
their legal duty to ensure the health and 
safety of their employees and the result 
was this tragic death. 

“The trailer had not been maintained 
properly and was not suitable for 
transporting solid manure. 

“Farming is one of the country’s most 
dangerous industries with people often 
working on their own and in remote 
locations. 

“It was down to Pearn Wyatt & Son to 
ensure the equipment was maintained 
properly and safe for the farm workers 
to use - something the company did 
not do.”

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New location for 
bank cash machine 

A CASH machine is to be given a new 
location at a village bank - more than 
six months after thieves ripped it out.

It has applied for planning permission 
from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to move the machine to one 
side of the building at the top a ramp. 

A statement attached to the planning 
application says the move is intended 
to improve security.

Church ‘is one of 
largest self-build 
projects in UK’ 


CHURCH members have 
started work on a new 
building which is claimed to 
be the first of its kind in 
living memory. 

The first structural 
timbers were cut on 
Tuesday for the UK’s largest 
new green oak timber¬ 
framed building in living 
memory. 

The new church, to be 
called The Ark, is being built 
by members of the High 
Street Church in Isleham. 

They are doing much of 
the work themselves to save 
money on the project which 
was originally estimated to 
cost around £3 million. 

The church is being built 
on land in Beck Road, 
Isleham, and will replace 
the current High Street 
building which dates from 
1812. 

It is claimed as being one 
of the largest self-build 
projects in the UK. 

A sawmill has been set 
up on a farm in nearby 
Chippenham where around 
1,000 oak logs will be cut to 
provide the necessary 
building material. 

The mill is equipped with 
a massive saw with a 38ft 
blade, once owned by the 
Royal Navy in Portsmouth. 

Paul Hedger, church 


leader, said: “We found that 
the region’s sawmills could 
cut beams up to only 25 ft 
long but our new building 
needs beams 35-40ft long. 
We decided the best way to 
get the wooden members 
we wanted was to make 
them ourselves. 

“The industrial 
machinery will allow us to 
handle and work very large 
pieces of wood, some up to 
3.5 tons in weight and 40 
foot long. 

“When the wooden frame 
starts to go together 
however we will be using 
joinery techniques that were 
developed centuries ago. 

“When the machines 
have done their work it will 
be down to men with 
woodworking tools to join 
them together and create a 
building which when 
complete will be pleasing to 
the eye and take care of 
both the spiritual and 
community needs of the 
people who live around it. 

“To mark the start of 
work some of the oldest and 
youngest members of the 
church congregation had 
their names etched into a 
newly-machined oak beam. 
They were Alf and Ivy 
Allars, who will be 90 next 
year, and Ruth Taylor, 6.

A TEENAGER accus¬ 
ed of attacking two 
police officers while 
tripping on LSD has 
been granted bail 
until his case is heard 
at Crown court. 

Alexander Mc- 
Kendrick, 18, 
appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magis¬ 
trates Court on 
Monday charged 
with two counts of 
causing grievous 
bodily harm with 
intent. 

He is accused of 
hitting one officer 
with a chair and 
biting another, when 
they visited his 
family home in St 
Philips Road in 
Newmarket in the 
early hours of 
Sunday 

The case against 
McKendrickwas sent 
to Ipswich Crown 
Court, where he is 
due to appear for a 
preliminary hearing 
on July 15. 

He was granted 
bail on condition 
that he does not 
contact his mother 
or sister, stays away 
from the family 
home and lives at an 
address in Haughley. 

Ian Devine, pros¬ 
ecuting, said police 
were called to the 
house in Newmarket 
after reports that 
McKendrick was 
attacking his mother 
and sister. 

A police spokes¬ 
man said two male 
police officers suffer¬ 
ed serious injuries 
including possible 
broken bones, 
wounds and knee, 
head, facial, arm and 
back injuries. 

Both officers are 
recovering at home.

Cllr Jonathan Richer, a 
member of Newmarket Town 
Council, has not attended any 
meetings since May of last 
year. 

Normal council procedure 
can result in someone who 
has not attended meetings for 
six months to be deemed to 
have resigned. 

But Cllr Richer, 38, the 
youngest member of the 
council, wants to resume his 
duties as a representative of 
the town’s Studlands Park 
Estate. 

He said his absence was not 
voluntary. 

“There are certain things 
that are covered by confiden¬ 
tiality that I cannot speak 
about,” he said. “I have been 
incredibly frustrated. I feel 
the people I’m meant to 
represent deserve better.” 

He said he intended to

attend the next full council 
meeting at the end of this 
month. 

“I’m not aware of any law 
that prevents me from 
attending a full meeting,” said 
Cllr Richer, who lives in Rous 
Road, Newmarket. 

The town council has 
refused to give information 
about meetings at which the 
issue was discussed without 
the press or public being 
present. 

An application made by the 
Weekly News under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
was turned down after a 
further discussion in private 
by members of the council. 

The town clerk, Isabelle 
Barrett, said in a response to 
the request: “Further to your 
request for information 
submitted under the Freedom 
on Information Act related to 
Cllr Richer, I can confirm that 


the town council has sought 
the advice of the Suffolk 
Association of Local Councils’ 
legal department. 

“SALC has advised that the 
meeting notes you have 
requested were taken during 
the public exempt sessions 
and are therefore exempt 
from the press and public 
under the Local Government 
Act 1972 Schedule 12 Part 1.” 

But a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act request to Forest 
Heath District Council 
showed that its Standards 
Committee considered, on 
January 18, a report of an 
investigation into allegations 
that he had breached the 
town council’s code of 
conduct. 

The committee accepted 
the investigating officer’s 
report that there had been no 
breach of the code relating to 
treating others with respect, 
bullying, intimidation and 
bringing the council into 
disrepute.

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Who will help region’s 
economy develop now? 


The East of England Development Agency’s demise has been confirmed - 
and 245 jobs are expected to be lost at its Histon base. What impact could 
this have on the region’s businesses? CHRIS HAVERGAL reports. 


D epending on 

your point of 
view, the East of 
England Development 
Agency (EEDA) has 
either driven the 
economic success of the 
Cambridge region, or 
been a mass of red tape. 

The Government has 
announced it will be scrapped, 
which means 245 jobs are 
expected to go at the Histon- 
based organisation. 

In its place, the coalition will 
allow councils and businesses 
to form local enterprise 
partnerships, which will be 
able to compete for £1 billion 
of funding, but it is unclear 
how this will be divided up. 

The Regional Growth Fund 
will be targeted at areas and 
communities which have been 
“particularly affected” by 
public spending cuts. 

But Julian Huppert, 
Cambridge’s MR said he was 
glad to see the focus moving 
towards the private sector 
from the public sector. 

He said: “EEDA was not a 
very successful organisation 


although it did do some 
positive things. It was an extra 
level of bureaucracy. 

“I’m very pleased that Vince 
Cable has set aside money to 
form new local economic 
partnerships between 
councils and businesses. 

“I hope Cambridge will be 
able to make a strong bid for 
that money which will bring 
much greater benefit for 
businesses around 
Cambridge.” 

EEDA says it has injected 
more than £86 million into the 
economies of Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough in the last 
decade. It says it has created 
more than 4,500 jobs and 
helped 900 businesses to start 
and grow. 

Cllr John Reynolds, the 
resources boss at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said EEDA had 
supported many businesses 
but had not been effective at 
tackling the great problem of a 
shortage of skills. 


He said: “I think there is 
great opportunity for the local 
authorities to join together 
with business communities to 
draw down as much funding 
as we can to support future 
developments. 

“That’s the delivery of new 
jobs, but also of infrastructure 
to ensure the Cambridge sub- 
region remains prosperous. 

“There will be many 
challenges though, and I 
believe the authorities and 
business communities have to 
sit down and work out exactly 
the best way forward as soon 
as possible so the application 
can be made for funding.” 

Cllr Reynolds said it was 
important Cambridgeshire got 
the funding to allow its high- 
tech firms to remain world 
leaders. 

EEDA has said it will ensure 
there is a “smooth and 
professional transition to new 
economic development 
arrangements”. 

Prof Will Pope, its chairman, 


warned some businesses 
might lose out because of the 
closure. 

He said: “EEDA is an 
effective and efficient 
organisation and our 
achievements have been 
independently evaluated by 
the National Audit Office - it 
says we are a strong¬ 
performing organisation. 

“The budget reductions this 
year mean that EEDA will have 
to make some difficult 
decisions on reducing, 
delaying and withdrawing 
funding from a range of 
projects. 

“We will be working with 
those projects affected by 
reductions over the coming 
weeks.” 

A White Paper is expected 
this summer, giving more 
details on future economic 
development arrangements. 

Eric Pickles, the 
Communities Secretary, said: 
“By giving up central control 
we will put democratic

accountability back into the 
local economy making it 
responsive to the needs of 
local business and local 
people. 

“If you want to rebuild a 
fragile national economy you 
don’t strangle business with 
red tape and let bloated 
regional quangos make all the 
decisions.” 

He added: “The solution 
needs to be local - we know 
that when councils and local 
business work hand in hand 
they can drive economic 
growth together and places 
can be transformed. 

“Local enterprise 
partnerships are central to this 
vision which is why we are 
asking them what they need.”

Festive 
tree on 
the move 

WHILE the region has 
basked in some of the 
hottest weather of the 
year, councillors have 
been discussing what to 
do with their Christmas 
tree. 

Members of New¬ 
market Town Council 
have agreed to spend 
around £4,600 so that 
the town’s tree, donated 
by Elveden Farms, can 
be moved to a new 
location this December. 

The tree has pre¬ 
viously been erected at 
Rutland Hill in the High 
Street.

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Three little miracles mum 
thought would never arrive

S ITTING on the 
floor, one baby 
in the crook of 
each arm and a third 
on her lap, new mum 
Nathalie Fuller is 
beaming with pride. 

She is showing off her 
beautiful triplets - 
identical twins Isobel and 
Aurelia, and their sister 
Daria. And the 39-year-old 
clearly couldn’t be happier. 

“I just love them so 
much,” she says, bending 
to kiss Aurelia on the top of 
her downy littie head. “I 
can’t really put it into 
words... I think they’re 
amazing. Don’t get me 
wrong, having triplets is 
no walk in the park: I’ve 
forgotten what sleep is; I 
never ever feel 100 per 
cent awake! But I wouldn’t 
be without them, not for a 
second.” 

The triplets are among 
the thousands of babies 
born via IVF, In Vitro 
Fertilisation, in the UK 
each and every year. 
Statistics show that more 
and more mothers are 
undergoing the infertility 
treatment: 36,861 women 
had IVF in Britain in 2007, 
an increase of 5.8% on the 
previous year, resulting in 
more than 13,000 births. 

“Quite a lot of my 
friends have had problems 
with fertility,” adds 
Nathalie. “It might be

because women are 
leaving it later to have a 
family... Not that I 
intended to leave it until I 
was 38; I was just waiting 
for Mr Right - and I didn’t 
meet him until five years 
ago.” 

Nathalie, head of ICT at 
a local secondary school, 
says she always wanted to 
have children. “When I 
was little I used to say I 
wanted to have garden 
parties and puppies when 
I grew up,” laughs 
Nathalie. “What I really 
meant was that I wanted a 
nice family.” 

Passionate about 
teaching, Nathalie says she 
was happy to focus on her 
career until, in 2005, she 
met Richard, now her 
husband. 

He already has two kids 
from a previous 
relationship, now in their 
teens, and had opted for 
vasectomy surgery; after 
much discussion, he had a 
reversal operation but, 
sadly, it was not a success. 

“There were times when 
I wondered if I’d ever have 
children,” admits Nathalie, 
who moved to 
Longstanton, from 
Hertfordshire, to be with 
Richard. “But then we 
decided to go for IVF. They 


gave us an 18 per cent 
chance of success but, 
amazingly, it worked first 
time.” 

Because Richard already 
had children, the couple 
weren’t eligible to receive 
IVF - a process which 
involves egg cells being 
fertilised by sperm outside 
the womb, in vitro (in 
glass) - on the NHS. 

Deciding to pay for 
private treatment instead, 
Nathalie admits there were 
some tough times: in the 
run-up to the harvesting of 
her eggs, she was 
prescribed intensive 
hormone therapy which 
made her feel “really 
grotty”. 

Miraculously, two of 
four embryos successfully 
implanted in Nathalie’s 
womb. But it wasn’t until 
the first scan that Nathalie 
knew she was pregnant - 
with not one, not two, but 
three babies... 

“You can get this thing 
called a ‘chemical 
pregnancy’,” she explains. 
“So, until the scan, I wasn’t 
sure I was actually 
pregnant. When they 
found one heartbeat, I was 
absolutely elated; when 
they found a second, I 
couldn’t believe it. 

“The guy carried on 


looking and I said ‘You’re 
not expecting to find a 
third one?’ and he said 
‘You’d be surprised’... I 
made a little video on my 
iPhone and, after the third 
heartbeat was found, you 
can hear me saying ‘Oh my 
word! Oh my word!’ then 
some nervous laughter... ” 

Both the implanted 
embryos had developed. 
And, during the early 
stages, one had divided 
into two - resulting in a set 
of identical twins. 

Because multiple births 
can be risky, especially in a 
mum of 38, doctors 
offered to do a foetal 
reduction: removing one 
of the foetuses, to lessen 
the strain on both mum 
and remaining babies. 
Nathalie and Richard 
decided the reduction was 
not for them. “The thought 
of it really upset me, to be 
honest,” says Nathalie. 

Preparing for the 
triplets’ arrival was, 
remembers Nathalie, a 
really exciting time. But 
the pregnancy wasn’t 
without its problems. 
During the first trimester, 
Nathalie says she was 
“totally exhausted - 
struggling to stay awake - 
and losing weight all the 
time; with triplets, you’re 
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supposed to get huge 
really quickly”. 

Then, after a child ran 
into her at school, Nathalie 
developed sharp stomach 
pains. “I did panic,” she 
says. “I thought I was going 
to lose the babies. All kinds 
of terrifying scenarios 
went through my head. I 
was devastated.” 

Medics confirmed that 
all three babies were fit 
and well, but they couldn’t 
find out what was wrong 
with Nathalie, who 
continued to suffer bouts 
of agonising pain 
throughout the pregnancy. 

“I practically lived in 
Addenbrooke’s from week 
20 onwards,” adds 
Nathalie. “I spent an awful 
lot of time in hospital. And 
I had an awful lot of 
sleepless nights.” 

Nathalie had regular 
check-ups and, around 
week 24, tests showed that 
Daria, the non-identical 
triplet, had stopped 
growing: a condition called 
‘no end diastolic flow’ had 
developed, a problem with 
the flow of blood from 
placenta to baby, via the 
umbilical artery. That was, 
remembers Nathalie, a 
terrifying time. 

On the day Nathalie 
went into labour, she’d 
been given permission to 
leave the ward for a few 
hours - to go to the 
cinema with Richard. But, 
before she left, Nathalie 
developed stomach pains 
yet again. “I thought it was 
probably just the normal 
stomach pains again - or 
wind,” she laughs. “I was 
worried I might be wasting 
everyone’s time, but I 
thought I should just get it 
checked out...” 

It turned out that 
Nathalie was having 
palpable contractions - 
and she was told the 
triplets would arrive within 
the day, almost 11 weeks 
early. 

Given an epidural, 
Nathalie admits the actual 
delivery was quite nerve- 
racking. “The room was 
absolutely full of people, 
including the team from 
neonatal intensive care,” 


she remembers. 

As soon as the babies 
were delivered, they were 
placed in special mobile 
incubators, known as 
‘pandas’. “I couldn’t really 
see them,” continues 
Nathalie. “They were tiny: 
Aurelia was 21b 14oz, 

Isobel was 21b 13oz, and 
Daria was only lib 13oz.” 

Although the new 
parents were elated their 
daughters had arrived 
safely, Nathalie describes 
the following six weeks as 
“a nightmare”. While she 
was sent home, all three 
babies had to remain in 
intensive care. 

“It was like being a 
mummy without being a 
mummy, if that makes 
sense,” Nathalie adds. “And 
then we were told the girls 
would have to be split up: 
Aurelia and Isobel were 
sent to a slightly lower- 
dependency unit at West 
Suffolk Hospital in Bury St 
Edmunds, and Daria 
stayed in Addenbrooke’s.” 

After all she’d been 
through, all the ups and 
downs, Nathalie admits 
that was the straw that 
broke the camel’s back. “I 
had a meltdown,” she 
remembers. “I was crying 
because I didn’t like the 
idea of separating them, it 
seemed wrong. And I knew 
the importance of giving 
them my breast milk - for 
their immunity and their 
development - and I could 
see no way of being able to 
feed them all...” 

Thanks to a supportive 
and quick-thinking nurse - 
Nathalie says the whole 
team at both 
Addenbrooke’s and West 
Suffolk were brilliant - a 
solution was soon found. 
The nurse contacted 
breast pump specialists 
Medela, who agreed to 
loan Nathalie a hospital 
grade pump. It was, she 
says, a lifeline. 

“Although Daria was 
tiny, she was incredibly 
strong,” continues the 
proud mum. “They tried to 
put her on a ventilator, but 
she just pulled it out. All 
the girls had various 
infections though, which 


was scary; at one point, we 
thought Aurelia had 
meningitis.” 

After the babies were 
born, Nathalie was 
diagnosed with gallstones; 
it turns out they were the 
cause of her continual 
stomach ache during the 
pregnancy. 

As soon as the triplets - 
or ‘twiglets’, as Nathalie 
nicknamed them - were 
strong enough, some six 
weeks after birth, they 
were allowed home. 
Looking after three babies 
is no mean feat: Nathalie 
has developed a strict 
feeding rota and a 
spreadsheet system, 
recording each mealtime, 
nappy changes and so on. 
It’s also an expensive 
business: as well as 
needing three of 
everything, like moses 
baskets, Nathalie and 
Richard had to invest in a 
bigger car - a people 
carrier. 

Help from a local twins 
group, a baby group and 
Sure Start, the children’s 
centre, has, adds Nathalie, 
been invaluable, along 
with regular visits from her 
mum. With Richard busy 
at work (an engineer by 
trade, he’s currently 
retraining as a teacher) 
Nathalie says a weekly visit 
from a Sure Start volunteer 
has been a godsend. 

Each wearing a pretty 
dress in palest blue, 
Nathalie lies all three of 
her girls down on a super- 
soft duvet spread out 
across her sitting room 
floor. Settling each baby in 
turn - rubbing a tummy, 
stroking a head, popping a 
dummy back in - it’s 
evident Nathalie loves 
being a mum. 

“I can’t get over how 
amazing they are,” she 
adds. “They’re already 
starting to develop their 
own little personalities: 
Daria’s the quietest, 

Isobel’s the most laid back 
and Aurelia makes the 
most noise... I just think 
they’re little miracles, to be 
honest.”

Rick to roll out the 
hits at Audley End 


S HOULDER pads, leggings, The A 
Team - just when we thought 
we were shot of them, they’re all 
making a serious comeback. 

It may be 2010, a brand-new decade of 
novelty and promise, but somehow, like Dl 
Alex Drake, we seem to have found ourselves 
transported back to the 1980s. 

Nowhere is this present nostalgia for 
decades past more apparent than in the 
charts. Retro bands are regrouping faster than 
you can say Sherbert Fountain, ready to relive 
some memories and re-charm wistful fans. 

After more than 15 years of living the quiet 
life in London with his family, 80s pop icon 
Rick Astley has found himself back in the 
spotlight once more with a new single and a 
string of live dates. 

When we chat, Rick has just returned from 
supporting none other than Peter Kay as part 
of the comic’s Tour That Doesn’t Tour. 

“It was pretty bonkers, but really good fun,” 
says Rick, in his friendly, Lancashire accent. 
“He’s a very interesting character but he’s 
unbelievably bright. He’s really on the ball.” 

This latest taste of touring seems to suit 
family man Rick, who, rather than opt for wild 
after-gig parties, was happy to turn in after his 
set and spend a leisurely night in with a 
takeaway. 

“It was a luxury way to do it really,” he 
says. “I rented myself a nice apartment in 
Manchester so I could just potter over to the 
venue, do a little sound check, and because I 
was opening I was finished by 8 o’clock. It 
was like, have a nice glass of wine, a bit of 
pizza, put a movie on ... It was a nice way to 
do things,” he smiles. 


As he joins a host of fellow 80s stars to launch this year’s Audley End 
Picnic Concerts, the chart veteran talks to JENNIFER SHELTON about 
pop, Peter Kay and THAT internet campaign 


Since the spectacular return of Take That in 
2006, there have been plenty of familiar faces 
returning to the music scene. So what 
prompted Rick to get back into the business? 

“I think I stumbled into it to a great degree. 
I’d retired, packed it in. I wasn’t going to do 
this ever again. Then I got an offer to just go 
out and sing again, to see if I liked it - and I 
really enjoyed it. I loved being back on stage. I 
played some really small venues and it felt - 
real. 

“I also felt that enough time had past [since 
his chart time in the 80s] so that I could enjoy 
it without it being naff. And there was a time 
when I would’ve thought it was naff just to go 
and revisit everything, whereas now I think it’s 
so far removed that it’s nostalgic.” 

Rick harbours plenty of fond memories of 
the 80s, including topping the charts with his 
first single, Never Gonna Give You Up, so he’s 
as happy as anyone to embrace this trend for 
reigniting the past. 

“I think that’s just what happens,” he 
continues. “I’m sure we’re going to get that 
with the 90s, when music changed massively 
because of the whole rave culture and 
clubbing. I think you need to get a couple of 
decades away from something before it starts 
to be cool again. 

“I’ve got an 18 year-old daughter and half 
the time I think she’s just stepped out of an 
80s video, with the way she dresses and 
everything. And all her friends are the same.” 

How does she feel about her old man’s pop 


career? Rick chuckles, then says, seriously: 
“Like every daughter or son should be, she’s 
50 per cent highly embarrassed of her dad, 
and 50 per cent proud. I think that’s a good 
sort of level.” 

Rick’s new single, Lights Out, hit the charts 
early last month. His first release in nearly 17 
years, it seems to signal a move away from 
the poppy numbers he’s best known for to 
more soulful, sensitive ground. Yet despite 
what could be called a comeback hit, Rick is 
taking a distinctly casual approach to the 
future. 

“I think if things go ok I think I’ll do an 
album. But if we don’t get any joy I’ll just 
concentrate on live gigs, like the open air ones. 
I see it as a bit of fun. I’m taking it one week at 
a time.” 

Rick’s summer line-up includes joining Kim 
Wilde, Howard Jones and T’Pau for Back to 
the 80s at the first of this year’s Cambridge 
/Vews-sponsored Audley End Picnic Concerts 
later this month. He will be playing a mix of 
hits during his stint on stage - so expect all 
your 80s favourites - in a concert that will 
culminate with Audley End’s traditional 
firework spectacular. 

“All the outdoor summer gigs are usually 
really good fun, so I’m sure it’ll be great.”

SHREK FOREVER AFTER (U, 93 
mins) Family. Featuring the voices 
of Mike Myers, Cameron Diaz, 
Eddie Murphy, Walt Dohrn, Antonio 
Banderas, John Cleese, Julie 
Andrews, Jane Lynch, Kathy 
Griffin.

THE fourth and final instalment of the 
computer-animated series puts a 
fairy-tale spin on It’s A Wonderful Life, 
but Shrek Forever After lacks the 
heartfelt emotion of Frank Capra’s 
1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green ogre 
have been on a steady decline since 
the wildly imaginative 2001 original 
film, so it is to director Mike Mitchell’s 
credit that this picture is arguably the 
best of the sequels. 

Still, his film relies heavily on the love 
we have invested in the characters 
and their fates, and revisits many 
familiar faces from earlier chapters 
including Pinocchio, Gingerbread Man 
and the Three Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals shamelessly 
from Disney’s Beauty And The Beast 
for his finale. 

Shrek (voiced by Myers) is suffering 
mid-life angst with mewling kids and 
his beautiful and pungent wife, Fiona 
(Diaz). 


Villagers are no longer scared of him 
and the ogre begins to wonder if life 
holds any more surprises. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek 
meets the conniving Rumpelstiltskin 
(Dohrn), who offers a tantalising deal: 
he will gift Shrek one whole day as a 
scary ogre, just like before, if the father 
agrees to sign away one day of his 
childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, 
blind to Rumpelstiltskin’s devious 
plan: to erase the day that Shrek was 
born and thereby alter the future. 
Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an 
alternative universe where Fiona is the 
leader of an underground movement 
of ogres, good friend Donkey 
(Murphy) no longer recognises him 
and legendary assassin Puss In Boots 
(Banderas) has piled on the pounds to 


become a lazy house cat. 

Indeed, he no longer answers to his 
heroic monicker. “That is a name I 
have outgrown,” he purrs. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, 
Shrek must join forces with Donkey 
and Puss to break the pact before the 
sands in Rumpelstiltskin’s hourglass 
run out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long- 
running saga to a lively close, 
reminding each of the characters 
about the love and friendship which 
bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain is 
a colourful addition to the cast and he 
brings some much needed vim. 

The 3D version exploits the eye¬ 
popping format during the chase 
sequences but Mitchell’s film loses 
nothing in 2D.

Poor condition planting tips 
from TV’s gardening gum 


I caught up with TV 
gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh recently, 
who has been busy 
covering the horticultural 
show circuit offering 
advice to the public on all- 
weather plants which will 
grow in the worst 
conditions. 

At BBC Gardeners’World Live in 
Birmingham, he started on the 
subject of clay. 

Those with clay soil often 
despair that they’re unable to dig 
it in during really wet weather 
when it becomes so sticky and 
gluey it resembles a quagmire, 
while at the first sign of hot 
weather it goes as hard as rock 
and even the strongest gardener 
won’t be able to get a fork into it. 

Of course, you can improve 
heavy clay soil by digging in as 
much well-rotted organic matter 
as you can and adding plenty of 
gritty horticultural sand to help 
drainage. Clay soil doesn’t drain 
easily and tends to become 
waterlogged in persistent wet 
weather. 

Alan, however, says clay isn’t all 
bad and that as a general rule 
don’t try to fight the conditions,

but make the most of plants that 
are happy growing in your type of 
soil. 

Clay particles hold in nutrients, 
so the more clay and humus 
there is in the soil, the more 
nutrients it can hold. This means 
that clay is actually among the 
most fertile of soils. 

He says: “Willows love damp 
earth and clay. Salix daphnoides 
(Violet Willow) can be grown like 
dogwood. Chop it down in 
February and it will grow new 
stems, providing winter colour 
and foliage in spring. It’s fast 
growing and will reach 8ft in each 
season.” 

Other great shrubs Alan 
recommends for clay include 
Viburnum ‘Pragense’, a rounded 
evergreen type with narrow, 
textured leaves and clusters of 
pink buds which open to white 


flowers in late spring. 

Euphorbias, spiraeas, rodgersias 
and, of course, roses, will all 
thrive in clay soil. 

“There’s the wonderful Rosa 
rugosa - the flowers look like 
crepe paper, don’t get mildew or 
blackspot, make waist-high 
informal hedges and have hips 
following the flowers,” Alan adds. 

Other plants which do well in 
clay soils include Choisya ternata 
(Mexican orange blossom), 
Hydrangea paniculata, Kerria 
japonica, Mahonia x media 
‘Charity’ andWeigela ‘Kosteriana 
Variegata’. 

While clay may be one 
problem, shade is another, but 
there are plants which will 
survive the most inhospitable 
situations. Hostas love shade and 
you can buy copper collars to 
place around them to prevent 
slugs and snails chomping their 
way through the young shoots. 

Another exotic-looking plant 
which loves shade and needs 
relatively little maintenance, says 
Alan, is the fatsia, with its bold, 
glossy leaves. If the frost catches 
it, just chop off the damaged 
leaves and strong new growth 
should soon appear. 

If you have dry shade, look no 
further than Acanthus mollis, 
commonly known as bear’s 


breech, a perennial which will 
cope well with drought and poor 
soils. 

“It’s an architectural beauty 
with towering, stiff spikes of 
purple-hooded, white or pink 
flowers above good, glossy green 
leaves,” Alan adds. 

Some bamboos will also thrive 
in shade, but make sure if you 
have limited space you buy the 
clump-forming varieties rather 
than those which spread 
rampantly and are then 
extremely difficult to dig up. 

Phyllostachys nigra, black 
bamboo, which reaches a height 
of 5m (16ft), is a brilliant clump¬ 
forming type - with arching 
canes which turn black after a 
couple of years - and looks 
wonderful in a modern, 
minimalist setting. It can also be 
grown in large containers if they 
are not allowed to dry out, but 
needs some direct sunlight to 
ripen the canes fully. 

Blue bamboo, 

Himalayacalamus hookerianus 
‘Himalaya Blue’, which grows to 
6m, is perfect for smaller 
gardens, adding tall interest to 
shady areas, with its blue-green 
stems. 

Look carefully and you will find 
a wider range of all-weather 
plants than you first thought.

STAFF at trainer Jeremy Noseda’s 
Shalfleet base are all dressed up 
and ready to hit Newmarket’s July 
Course tomorrow (Friday) as their 
stable star Fleeting Spirit attempts 
to become the first horse to win 
back-to-back Darley July Cups 
since Right Boy in 1959. 

The flying filly scorched to a 
dazzling victory in the £400,000 
Group 1 sprint at the Champagne 
Lanson July Festival 12 months ago 
and belief is growing that she can 
put on a repeat performance. 

She returned to action for 2010 
with a satisfactory fourth-placed 
finish in the Group 1 Golden Jubilee 
Stakes at Royal Ascot and Noseda 
expects Fleeting Spirit to 
significantly improve for that run. 

Noseda said: “I was delighted with 
her run at Ascot. Touch wood, if all 
goes to plan I think she will improve 
by 5 to 7lbs, which would see her be 
competitive.” 

Fleeting Spirit’s groom Matthew 
Harvey said: “She knows she is pretty 
special. 

“She has a tremendous amount of 
self-confidence - she has got that

OLYMPIC finalist Goldie Sayers has been ruled 
out of this month’s European Championships 
because of a ‘freak’ hip injury. 

Sayers picked up the injury at the Aviva 
National Championships and European Trials 
last weekend, where she won an historic 
eighth consecutive title. 

The Newmarket-born thrower, who finished 
fourth in the Olympic final in Beijing despite 
throwing a British record, said: “I am 
absolutely gutted to be missing Barcelona. 

“It was a completely freak injury that I 
sustained on my second throw in Birmingham. 
“Training had been going so well until this 
point and I really thought I could challenge for 
a medal at the Europeans. 

“But I can’t dwell on what has happened. 
Instead I will continue training and working 
whilst I’m in rehab with the aim of coming 
back for the Commonwealth Games in Delhi in 
October.” 

The 27-year-old also struggled with injury last 
year, recovering from a partial stress fracture 
of the back to compete in the World 
Championships in Berlin, where she failed to 
reach the final.
